The manuscript begins with a “ Regimento da altura do 
polo as meio dia”’ (or Rule for finding the altitude of the pole 
at midday) by means of the graduated astrolabium. The 
system affords a proof that the mathematicians and cosmo- 
graphers ashore were in some respects behind the practical 
pilot in nautical science. It reveals that observations of 
latitude by the meridian altitude of the sun are earlier than 
has been hitherto believed. 

The fegimento is followed by quadrennial solar tables 
for the years 1517-20 and then by a collection of various 
“ Rutters ”’ or sailing directions for navigation between Portugal 
and India. It also contains a Rutter of the Red Sea which 
appears to be the second oldest known, and a hitherto unknown 
description of the east coast of Madagascar. 

The author of this manuscript was the Pilot Emanuel 
Alvares who had been Pilot of Joao de Castro on his voyage 
to India in 1538, and who was one of the most experienced 
seamen of his time. There is another contemporary copy in 
the Bibliothéque Nationale (Fonds Portugais, ancien, No. 48) 
but no other complete version is known to exist, and the work 
has never been printed, though extracts from a similar copy 
are embodied in Linschoten’s “ Itinerario.”’

A DIEPPE PAR NICOLAS DESLIENS, 1567 


Nicolas Desliens was one of a very remarkable and enter- 
prising group of Normans, who as pilots, explorers, corsairs 
and map-makers contributed more than any other Frenchmen 
in the sixteenth century to make their country a great maritime 
power. From the number of important maps which they 
made they are known as the Dieppe School of cartographers. 
Among them was Jean Rotz or Ross, a roving Scottish navi- 
gator born at Dieppe, who was for a short time in the service 
of Henry VIII and made for him an important and beautiful 
atlas, the “Boke of Idrography”’ (1542), which is now in 
the British Museum ; Pierre Desceliers of Arques, one of whose 
maps of the world (1550), richly ornamented with coloured 
drawings of exotic animals and eastern potentates, is also in 
the British Museum ; Jacques le Moyne, who took part in the 
ill-fated attempts of the Huguenots to establish a colony in 
Florida (1562-65) and died in England, where he was a friend 
of Sir Walter Raleigh and of Hakluyt; and the greatest artist 
of all, Guillaume la Testu, Royal pilot, American explorer and 
corsair, who died fighting beside Drake near Nombre de Dios 
in1572. 

Three maps of the world are known from the hand of 
Nicolas Desliens. The earliest, now in the Royal Library at 
Dresden, is dated 1541, and is therefore the second earliest 
known from the Dieppe School. His second, which is smaller 
than most of the maps of his fellow cartographers, was drawn 
in 1566 and is in the Bibliothéque Nationale. His third, the 
map now offered for sale, resembles the Paris map very closely 
in size and style, but is in a far better state of preservation 
and has some original features. 


The following are some principal cartographical points. 


N. America. New Brunswick (‘ Terre a bretons’) or Nova Scotia 
coast marked with a Genoese flag, a point of much interest in view of 
the fact that the exact part of the American coast discovered by the 
Genoese John Cabot during his famous voyage from Bristol in 1497 
has never been exactly determined, but would probably have been 
familiar 70 years later to the Normans, whose fishing boats were among

the first to follow him. Greenland absent, Labrador stretching north- 
eastwards to take its place. St. Lawrence and tributaries very 
accurately drawn, showing knowledge of Cartier’s Canadian explorations.

of 1562-5. 

S. America. This map is believed to be the earliest to show Ville- 
gagnon’s colony in Brazil of 1555 (France Antarctique; cp. lot 77). It is 
not shown on Desliens’ map of 1566 and its appearance here may be a 
memorial, as the colony was dispossessed in 1567. The mythical Terra 
Australis appears to the S. of the Straits of Magellan. 

Asia. The large continent S. of Sumatra, lettered Java la Grande, is 
a feature peculiar to the Norman maps. Its similarity in size and 
position to Australia has led to the theory that the northern coasts of 
Australia may have been explored by Portuguese from the East Indies 
and the resulting charts brought to France by the survivors of the ex- 
pedition to Sumatra led by Jean Parmentier of Dieppe in 1528-9.

At the top of the page is a note in the handwriting of Corvisart, 
stating that this letter was given to him by the Empress on 
Feb. 28, 1814, as he wished to have a specimen of the Emperor’s 
writing. 


Jean-Nicolas Corvisart-Desmarets, 1755-1821, a _ distin- 
guished doctor, had attended Napoleon as First Consul and was 
kept by him at Court: he was present at the birth of the King 
of Rome and remained the personal physician of Marie-Louise, 
who mentions him several times in her diaries, and seems to 
have stood in some awe of him: for instance, on her way to 
Mayence (see lot 101), as the dinner at Chalons-sur-Marne was 
spoilt, she eat some sour cream 


et j’en eus une indigestion qui me fit faire de beaux sermons de Mr. 
Bourdier mais je ne les crains pas comme ceux de Mr. Corvisart. 


Corvisart was one of the few intimate friends of the 
Duchesse de Montebello; from July 18, 1812, when the Em- 
press returned from Dresden, till Dec. 18, when the Emperor 
returned from Russia, Marie-Louise saw hardly anybody but 
these two and her personal attendants. In April, 1814, accord- 
ing to Masson, Corvisart formed one of a small group including 
also Bausset and Saint-Aignan, which centred round the 
duchess, and strove to separate the Empress from her husband. 
There can be no doubt that this letter was given by Corvisart 
to the duchess.

This is the autograph manuscript of a portion of the diary of 
which a contemporary copy was offered for sale in December, 
1934: it contains the account of the Empress’s journey to 
meet Napoleon at Mayence, their stay there together, and her 
return. Throughout the diary her affection for him is con- 
stantly shown: it begins, for example, 

C’est le 23 juillet que j’entrepris mon voyage a Mayence. Il n’y en 
eut jamais qui fut commencé aussi gaiement, l’idée de revoir |! Empereur 
aprés trois grands mois de séparation m’enchantait et je crains bien que 
Mme. de Montesquiou n’ait dit que j’avais un coeur de bronze lorsque 


je pris congé de mon fils avec un ceil tout a fair sec (ce qui ne m’arrive 
pas ordinairement). 


while almost at the end she speaks of arriving back at Com- 
piegne. 

toute étonnée de me trouver dans un aussi grand palais mais fort 
contente de trouver un bon lit et de belles chambres, c’est une bonne 
chose que de se trouver chez soi: ce plaisir ne fut cependant pas sans 
amertume je pensais aux jours que j’y ai passé avec l’Empereur et je 
passai ma nuit a pleurer. 


When Napoleon was due at Mayence she watched the road 
by which he would come all day long: 

Mon attente fut vaine et je me couchai mourant de sommeil. Tout 
le monde était si fatigué que lorsque Empereur arriva il traversa tous 
les salons ot. le page et mes femmes couchaient sans que personne ne 
Ventendit. Je n’essaierai pas de décrire toute la joie que j’éprouvois 
de le revoir, cela ne se laisse pas décrire, ou ne peut que le sentir. 


Nevertheless, all was not plain sailing: one of the pages 
reproduced shows that she was sometimes afraid of the Em- 
peror, and on one of the few evenings that they spent together

For the rest, the diary gives a most vivid and detailed 
account of the places she passed through, the people she met, 
the discomforts of travelling, even of some of the meals she

Marie Louise was fond of food: perhaps that is why she 
transforms the Prefect of Mayence, the ex-terrorist Jean Bon 
St. André, into plain Monsieur Jambon! 

The diary probably passed to Corvisart: the first page, 
otherwise blank, bears the inscription, “ Journal de voyage de 
Vimpératrice Marie-Louise,’ apparently in his writing.

24 pp. 8vo, St. Cloud, Nov. 7, 
1813, to Napoleon, EXTREMELY RARE: Masson (L’Impératrice 
Marie-Louise, 2nd Ed., 1902, p. v) knew of only one letter 
from her to the Emperor. This letter has been kept in the 
pocket of the diary (see last lot) and probably never reached 
Napoleon, who was back in Paris two days after it was written. 
The letter begins :

The letters referred to, written by Napoleon at Mayence 
on Nov. 4 and 5, 1813, were included in lots 94 and 95 of the 
series of his letters to the Empress sold in these rooms Dec.

Marie-Louise then refers to his decision to summon the 
Corps Législatif for Dec. 2 and to some captured flags which 
were to be ceremoniously presented to her at the Tuileries: de 
Ségur thinks that Marshal Clarke, duc de Feltre, Minister of 
War, who was to accompany them,

Later she speaks of Madame Meére, and of Napoleon's 
brother Louis, who was on his way to Mayence and had been 
alluded to in one of the Emperor’s latest letters. 


Ton fils t’embrasse il se porte a merveille quoiqu’un peu maussade 
aujourd’hui mais les enfants sont si fantasques je ne suis aussi pas en 
faveur car il m’a dit la plus grosse sottise qu’il connaisse Maman, va- 
t-en a Paris, quand il est mécontent de quelqu’un il l’envoye tout de 
suite la. 


She did not take her duties as Regent too seriously : 


Je suis un peu fatiguée de l’audience de ce matin il y a eu beaucoup de 
monde et des disputations de cinq bonnes villes d’Anvers, de Cologne, 
de Bruxelles, de Nantes ,de Rennes et je crois qu’il y en avait encore 
une sixiéme mais je ne m’en rappelle plus, etc.

When this letter was written, Metternich and the allied 
sovereigns were intriguing to separate Marie-Louise from her 
husband, and they had found an accomplice in the Empress’s chief 
lady-in-waiting, the Duchesse de Montebello, who had no desire 
either to go to Elba herself or to incur the odium of deserting 
the Empress. Marie-Louise was ill—or thought herself to be 
so: the Emperor had asked for a report on her health. This

report, which was lot 1637 in the Rosebery sale, July 24, 1933, 
was drawn up by Corvisart on April 11 at Orléans under the 
eyes of the duchess. It was as pessimistic as it could be, for- 
bade the Emperor even to express 2 wish that the Empress 
should accompany him, and said that she must do a cure at 
Aix at once.

During the Hundred Days Corvisart was reappointed chief 
medical attendant of the Emperor.

This letter fills a gap in the series sold last December, 
between three letters written April 12-15 (lot 126) and three 
on April 19 (lot 127). It has been published, partially and 
incorrectly, by Masson, l’Impératrice Marie-Lomse, 2nd ed., 
Paris, 1902, pp. 593-4, and by Cabanés, Napoléon intime. 


At the top of the first page of the letter is an autograph 
inscription by Corvisart :

104. BuoNAPARTE (LETIzIA), Napoleon’s mother, 15 L.s. (Madame), 
about 35 pp. 4to and 8vo, to a high dignitary of the Empire, 
who is addressed as Monseigneur, and referred to as “ Votre 
Altesse,’’ apparently all written 1812-3, friendly letters, sending 
thanks for letters or information, referring to the Emperor 
and her other children, giving news of her health, and almost 
invariably expressing a hope that peace will soon be concluded. 


On Oct. 6, 1812, she writes with regard to the burning of 
Moscow that the account of it

On July 8, 1813, she speaks of “‘ la malheureuse affaire de 
Vittoria’ and finds her only consolation in the fact that “ le 
Roi [t.e. her son Joseph, King of Spain| personnellement n’a 
éprouvé aucun accident.’ She refers also to a rumour that 
Soult is to assume the command of all the armies in Spain and 
wonders “‘ ce que le Roi devient au milieu de tout cela.” 


In one of the last letters of the series, written on Oct. 3, 
1813, she refers to the fall of the Kingdom of Westphalia, of 
which her youngest son Jerome had been made King by 
Napoleon : 


Une lettre que la Reine m’avait écrite, il y a quelques jours, m’avait 
presque préparé a cet événement. Je le vois arriver avec fermeté et 
résignation. La seule chose qui pourrait abattre mon courage ce serait 
s'il était arrivé ou venait a arriver quelque accident personnel a mes 
enfants. 


105 JOSEPHINE (EmpREss) 11 A.L.s., about 11 pp. sm. 4to, 1804-11, 
to the same (Mon Cousin), friendly letters, thanking him for 
letters and marks of attention and sending family news. 
Several letters mention her son Eugéne de Beauharnais, Viceroy 
of Italy, and speak with pride of his achievements, of his wish 
to serve his Emperor and country, and of his satisfaction when 
‘““|’Empereur est content.’’ A letter written after the divorce 
speaks with feeling of the kindness of Marie-Louise to the 
writer’s daughter-in-law, and a remarkable letter from Mayence, 
Jan. 2, 1807, throws light on her relations to the Emperor : 


J’espérais voir |’Empereur bient6t mais son départ pour la Pologne 
a suspendu le mien, il m’en dédommage un peu en m’écrivant tous les 
jours.

He has made a great 
sensation in town and will unlock myriads of tongues.”’ 

He talks of visiting ‘‘a sort of conversazione at Lamb’s.. . with 
infinite delight. . . . Lamb’s writings are being collected for publica- 
tion by Ollier and are now indeed going through the press.”’ 

Writing from 8, York Buildings, New Road, 12 Nov., 1818, he says: 
‘““T have been writing a Pocket-Book, the booksellers tell me it will do 
exceedingly well, and Shelley will be at once pleased and surprised to 
hear that it is my own property. . . . but Shelley will be in good com- 
pany,—at least | may speak for Keats, & Shelley will speak for some 
one else. . . . Somebody told Mr. Godwin the other day that I said 
Milton was an atheist. So he wrote me a very polite letter to know 
what grounds I had for calling him so. I answered and said none. . 
You of course have heard of Peacock’s appointment to the India House ; 
we joke him upon his new Oriental grandeur, his Brahminical bearing. 

I can do nothing with my tragedy. ... Kean has rejected 
it. ... I unfortunately said that there were two characters in it, 
either of which, it was thought, would suit him and it turned out just 
afterwards, that he had a mortal antipathy to having any second 
Ihichard in the tel.) -* 

In Sept., 1819, he writes: ‘‘ I must ask you, Shelley, to give me a 
few verses, if you have any to spare, for the next Pocket-Book.’’ He 
goes on to speak of ‘‘Smollett was buried at Livorno. There were 
some things about his writings very unpleasant ; but he was an honest 
man, & is understood to have done immense good to the poor wounded 
sailors in naval fights by those pictures of pitiless surgery and amputa- 
tion in Roderick Random. Fielding was buried at Lisbon. We have 
no poet out of our own green earth. But Chaucer as well as Milton 
paid a visit to Italy, so did Gray, so did Drummond, Donne & the Earl 
ai Sorrvey. ...5 

Writing from 13, Mortimer Terrace, Kentish Town, he complains of 
ill-health and pecuniary difficulties, though reports that ‘“ The 
Examiner ”’ and ‘‘ The Indicator’ have been going better. 

In April, 1820, he wrote of Shelley’s Tragedy ‘“‘ The Cenci’’: “‘ Shelley’s 
Tragedy is out and flourishing, I receive both as his friend & Representa- 
tive, congratulations on all sides, upon the dedication, the preface, & 
the drama, Ollier, who thought it would not sell . . . had to tell Henry 
Hunt the other day, that the first edition had almost all gone off already. 
. . . What a noble work, Shelley, here you give us! What a true, 
stately, & yet affectionate mixture of poetry, & philosophy, & human 
nature, & horror, & all-redeeming sweetness of intention. . . 

From the Vale of Health, Hampstead, he writes on July 10th, 1821 : 
““We have had nothing but illness in our family ever since I came to 
get well in our little packing-case here, dignified with the title of house. 

Shelley has heard I suppose by this time, that the young book- 
seller [W. Clark] who published his Queen Mab without leave, has been 
prosecuted by the Society for Vice.”’ 

In the following month, from Hampstead, he says: ahd + 

’ delighted to hear that you meant to do honour to poor Keats, and shall 
take care to notice it publicly without loss of time ... Hazlitt . 
if he attacks you again I have told him in so many words, that he must 
expect me to be his public antagonist... .”

On Sept. 21st, 1821, he writes an important letter discussing Lord 
Byron: “. ... With regard to the proposed publication of Lord B., 
about which you talk so modestly, he has it in his power, I believe, to 
set up not only myself & family in our finances again, but one of the 
best-hearted men in the world, my brother & his. I allude, of course, 
to the work in which he proposes me to join him. ... I am not so 
modest as you are by a great deal & do not mean to let you be so either. 
What? are there not three of us? ... We will divide the World 
between us, like the Triumvirate, & you shall be the sleeping parine. 
if you will, only it shall be with a Cleopatra.”’ 

Hunt now writes five letters concerning his unfortunate journey to 
Italy, accompanied by his wife and six children. He writes from the 
Brig Jane at Blackwall on Nov. 16th, and by the following March had 
only reached Plymouth, and then hopes to sail in a fortnight. 

From Genoa on the 15th June, 1822, he announces his arrival, and 
six days after—still at Genoa—he is distressed by the non-arrival of 
£50 which his brother John was expected to send. 

The correspondence concludes with two letters to Mrs. Shelley after 
the death of her husband, Pisa 20 July [1822]: ‘‘ Dearest Mary, I trust 
you will have set out on your return from that dismal place, before you 
receive this. .. . I belong to those whom Shelley loves, and that all 
which is possible for me to do for them, now & ever, is theirs. I will 
grieve with them, endure with them, and if necessary, work for them 
while I have life.’ 

On the following day he writes: ‘‘ My dear Mary, Will you let the 
bearer know whether you can see me now, or whether J shali wait longer ? 
I have persuaded Marianne to let me come alone first.’

His work in this style seems to be rare, even outside Grolier’s 
collection; we can trace only one other published example by 
him, on a two-volume Cicero, Paris, 1565-6, which was Pl. XXV 
in the Burlington F.A. Club catalogue and is now in the Pierpont 
Morgan library. Perhaps he was a Protestant who, like Oudin 
Petit, was martyred for his religion.
